Although holly is 
practically unobtainable, yet native 
mistletoe and bougaincillea make ex- 
cellent substitutes for decorations. 
Where there is a garrison they hold a 
full dress church parade. Curiously 
enough open-air picnics are held in 
the afternoon, while dinner parties 
and fancy dress balls are the more 
conventional means of spending the 
evening. 

In regions like Baffin Land the men 
in the isolated posts of the Hudson’s 
Bay ‘Company, bass the loneliest 
Christmas in the world, for they are 
absolutely cut off from the world each 
winter until the following July, and in 
many cases the last letters or pres- 
ents they have received will have 
been posted in England ‘as far back as 
the previous July. Yet these hard- 
bitten, fur-clad men manage to enjoy 
themselves. *

Christmas mails. Beer, 
. All over.the seven seas ships great 
and small are away on the waves | for 
Christmas, but that never: causes: the 
day to be forgotten, rather it is antic- 
ipated with. even more. relish—if that 
is. possible, than at home. In little 
fishery protection sloops, trawlers, 
and ordinah\y 
thamps, special dinners with plum 
puddings are made aboard, and “dog- 
watches”—short spells of duty—are 
worked to enable the seaman to en- 
joy his share'of tye good things. 

On the great tlantic liners - im- 
mense preparations are taken to en- 
sure that Christmas is a . success. 
Huge quantities of special (Christmas 
provisions and drinks are carried, and 
these combined with crackers, beauti- 
ful decorations and a dance, make 
everyone happy. ; 

The kiddies, too, are equally well- 
catered for, for Father Christmas 
“lands” on the ship and distributes 
presents among them. In addition 
pierrot concerts keep them roaring, 
huge well-laden Christmas trees and 
a wonderful feed make them all look 
forward to another Christmas afloat. 

Our own Christmas foods are so well 
known that it is interesting to hear 
about the different dishes favored 
abroad. Thus roast goose following a 
rice pudding, is enjoyed in Norway, 
and Sweden, Germans also patronize 
roast goose followed: by a pudding 
very similar to ours, and the whole is 
washed down with much beer. More 
unusual is the roast sucking pig which 
delights the Serbians, and “even strang- 
er the sweet cakes of honey and al- 
mionds which tickle the palates of 
the Neapolitans.

Dear Sir: 

I have been asked to insert ;a let- 
ter in the columns of the Wetaskiwin 
Times regarding the erection of a new 
Hospital in the City of Wetaskiwin. I 
have talked with different parties on 
the subject, their objection is not to 
the building of a hospital if it is 
deemed necessary, but to the ques- 
tionable means to be employed in rgje- 
ing the necessary funds. Not long 
ago this question was put to a vote of 
the ratepayers concerned, and. badly 
defeated at the polls. If it is a good 
thing for everybody, the people will 
vote for it. Why try underhand 
I read a letter by a Mr. 
Hodson, who advised all those who 
had been misled into signing a peti- 
tion for a vote on this question, to 
write to the secretary of their respec- 
tive Municipality, and have their 
names struck off the list. He says 
that now it can be built under the 
most favorable conditions. I agree 
that it is more than favorable, to 
those behind the project, in its pres- 
ent form, but what about the other 
side. I saw in the Wetaskiwin Times 
that unless 15 per cent of the rate- 
payers called for a vote on the ques- 
tion within 30 days, that the Council 
would proceed to take action, viz., 
force the farmers to pay for the hos- 
pital, whether they want it or not, by 
levying the amount they ask for 
against their land with interest for 15 
years. Say, who are those little 
Councillors, anyway? Who gave them 
authority to run this country and de- 
prive us of the rights accorded us in 
the constitution of our land? Are we 
still in free and civilized Canada, or 
have we drifted into Russia lately? 
Better watch your step, you fellows, 
and don’t try to bite off more than you 
can chew. You know very well that 
if this thing goes to a vote in its 
present form that it will be defeated 
again. If you really need a hospital, 
build it, and the people will help fin- 
ance it, but don’t start anything that 
is underhand, or has a Communist 
flag attached to it.

AN INTERESTING LETTER 


Dear Friends: 

Another year nearly gone by, and, 
while’ this yéar Irom ‘a financial 
standpoint has not been as the most 
of us would have liked to have had it. 
Still, we have a great many things we 


have a right to be thankful for. 


there, for I do not believe that the in- 
stallment craze has taken a hold of 
the people up there as it has _ here. 
People here are buying everything on 
the installment plan, from a_ bed 
blanket to an automobile. Any 
amount of them are losing their farms 
and homes and everything in them. 
Normally, we are living in one of the 
best cities in the U.S. The reason for 
this is, we are in the midst of a rich 
farming district, and the fifth largest 
railway centre in the U: S., but as 
things are now, the harvest and corn 
crop was very poor, on top of that a 
lot of people are out of work, and es- 
pecially railway men ,so that natural- 
ly more people have to be fed by char- 
ity, county, or state. 

We have had a very wet fall, so that 
the farmers have not been able to 
get their corn husking done. We also 
had very heavy winds, so that a sreat 
deal of the corn is lying on the 
ground. Where they used tn vay 
from 5c to 8c per bushe! for husking, 
they are only paying from 2%c to 3c 
per bushel. So far we have had very 
little snow, which of course is all go1 ; 
now, and not very cold. I think 10 be- 
low freezing has been the coldest. 
We really do not expect much cold 
here until January or February. 

Prices of farm products are very 
low. Today top for hogs was $3.75, 
top steers $10.25. To give you an 
idea how much livestock is marketed 
in Omaha. Today 15,000 hogs, 4,000 
cattle, 8,000 sheep, some days it is 
less, other days, of course more. No. 
1 wheat 69c, corn 38c, oats 22c. Pro-

If they had been 
good boys and girls throughout the 
year,. their shoes. were stuffed. with 
Playthings and nuts.and candy; if 
they were naughty children, a small 
rod was placed beside the shoe .as a 
lesson to the child. 

Strange how we, a supposedly 
highly civilized people, still celebrate 
occasions as old as time itself. St. 
Valentine’s Day, Hallowe'en, 
Thanksgiving Day, and Christmas, all 
were “holidays” when men clad in 
Skins roamed the woods in search 
of food.

By making the soil permeable the 
plough assists percolation. 


Moisture in the soil serves twa 
fundamental purposes. It is essential 
to the processes by which plant food 
is réndered available and it is nec- 
essary as a medium by which 0) 
may take up their food. 

The third purpose is to rot 
vegetation and liberate the 
food. One plant feeds upon the re- 
mains of another or upon the remains 
of animals, but not until the tissue 
has been decomposed. Bacteria ae 
duce the change. The first stage = 
plant decay produces humus or | 
vegetable mould. This, acted upon 
by other bacteria, is broken down and 
converted into soluble compounds 
which plants can take up into their | 
roots. 

For the conversion of raw fees) 
into humus tand of humus into sol- 
uble plant food three conditions are 
necessary, viz., heat, light and mois- 
ture. Foods may be preserved inde- 
finitely by refrigeration; sealing or 
drying. -

In. a cool, dry climate old sod land 
reaches a comparatively inert condi- 
tion., All but the heaviest rains are 
absorbed by the turf 'Kefore pene- 
trating more than a few inches into 
the sojl and thus a reserve moisture 
is seldom accumulated, for the drier 
the soil becomes the less readily 
does rainfall soak down through it, 
and moisture close to the surface is 
subject to heavy evaporation loss. 
Only the moisture that reaches the 
second six inches, or better still, the 
second foot, is of much use as a re- 
serve against possible drought. Old 
sod land is chronically dry and the 
processes by which plant food is ren- 
dered available are slowed down. 
Ploughing speeds them up by tem- 
porarily suspending growth, permit- 
ting moisture to 
at the same time aerating and 
warming the soil. It is a means of un- 
locking stored-up fertility, but does 
not in itself actually build the soil. 
Practised too persistently it really 
impoverishes the land, and should be 
varied by occasionally seeding down. 

When done, however, it is necess- 
ary fo be done thoroughly. 
ploughing carries its 
contributing its full measure of bene- 
fit. It need not be deep but the 
furrow should be cut clean and well- 
gue Manisa Examiner.

science of metallurgy, which has re- 
sulted today in silver practically be- 
coming a by-product from copper and 
lead mines. So today the supply of 
silver is to no small extent depend- 
ent upon the world’s demang for 
copper and lead. In:1903 the Commis- 
sion on International. Exchange esti- 
mat.d that the largest producer of 
silver in the world was the Broken 
Hills Lead Mine of Australia, and that 
the largest producer of silver in the 
United States was a copper mine. 

Today probably three quarters of 
all the silver produced annually in the 
world is from copper or lead mines. 

In addition it must be remembered 
that there are great silver mines in 
different parts of the world lying idle 
but which are ready at any moment 
to start producing silver in great 
quantities as soon as the price rises 
sufficiently to _warrant their opera- 
tion, or as soon as silver mining meth- 
ods improve, so that cost of produc- 
tion can be reduced. : 

These great variations in such short 
times, in the relative quantities pro- 
duced of the two metals, and of their 
relative prices, illustrate the utter im- 
possibility of ever maintaining © the 
two metals ag standards of equal 
value at any definite ratio fixed by 
law. It is safe to say that no legis- 
lation can ever control the market 
price either of gold or of silver, nor 
probably of any other commodity for 
any appreciable length of time. 

It has sometimes been stated that 
one reason for the great changes in 
the price levels between gold and sil- 
ver is due to the fact that the price 
of gold is fixed by law whereas the 
price of silver is not so fixed and so 
that . silver has to depend for its 
price upon the free and open work- 
ings of the law of supply and_ de- 
mand. With silver, of course ,this is 
quite true, but the statement that the 
price of gold is fixed by law is quite 
incorrect—all that is done by law 
with gold is to define the weight of 
gold that shall be contained in a 
certain coin of a definite name. Such 
for instance as the U.S.A. gold dollar, 
or the British gold sovereign, but the 
value of the definite amount or 
weight of gold is not set by law but 
is set by the amount of other com- 
modities which the given weight of 
gold will purchase. This value is 
varying all the time and the variation 
depends not only upon the equation 
of the supply anl demand of gold it- 
self, but also depends in perhaps 
greater measure upon the supply 
and demand of each of the commod- 
ities which gold will purchase at any 
time. Therefore, the actual value of 
gold depends just as much upen the 
free and open market as does the ac- 


tual value of silver and no legislation 


of any country ever has or ever pos- 
sibly could maintain a definite set 
value for either gold or silver.

TWINS 


(By Dr. H. E. Smith, University of 
: : Alberta) ; 

Twins of any Kind are always inter- 
esting. Identical twins are to most 
persons objects of curiosity and won- 
der. It is as if they were two persons 
with the same body and the same 
mind—as nearly identical as imherit- 
ance can make them. Indeed they are 
Probably the products of a single ege- 
cell which has for some regsen divid- 
ed at a time when normally it should 
Rave remained intact. 

Identical twins usually continue 
very similar throughout life. This 
would be small matter of wonder if 
they were in all cases brought up in 
the same environment. But even 
where separation has taken place at a 
very early age they still grow up 
displaying a high degree of similar- 
ity. Does this mean that after all 
they and all of us are largely the pro- 
ducts of our inheritance? 

Very interesting is a story which 
comes fsom the prison irecords of 
Germany. Johannes Lange found in 
the prisons there, or in prison records, 
thirty persons each of whom was a 
member of a pair of twins, the two 
members being in each case of the 
same sex. He traced and examined 
the other twin of each pair. It turned 
out that thirteen of the pairs were 
single-egg or identical twins, while 
the other seventeen were two-egg or 
non-identical twins. 

Of the thirteen identical twins one

of whom was known in each case tol. 


be a criminal, the other also had <a 
criminal record in ten of the cases, 
And not only this, but the twins. 
even in their criminal careers con- 
ducted themselbes as duplicate per: 
sonalities might be expected to do. 
That is, if one was a burglar, so 
was the other. In one pair, one twin 
was a high-powered financial swind- 
ler collecting large sums from dupes, 
and so was the other. There was 
another pair both of whom had com- 
mitted puerile offenses against pro- 
perty laws.. Another’ pair.were gut- 
tersnipes—good fellows at heart but 
they could not stand alcohol. An- 
other. pair were characterized as 
having too little sense and will pow- 
er. And still another pair were said 


to be lacking in all human feeling ex- |, 


cept for their own unpleasant selves. 

Thus it goes on, Lange 
throughout the, depressing - list. “In 
all pairs the type of crime is identic- 
al. The criminal careers begin at 
about’ the, same age, and.the be- 
haviour of both members in court and 
in prison corresponds absolutely.” 

But in the twe-egg twins the situ- 
ation was different. Of the seven 
teen pairs of this kind, in only three 
cases did both members have. crim- 
inal records. In the other fourteen, 
the fates of the two were quite di- 
verse. There was no such detailed 
parallelism here as. was found in the 
case of the one-egg twin. 

In these two-egg twins the envir- 
onment of the two was as similar 
as it was in the case of the one-ege 
twins. But this similarity of envir- 
onment did not result in identity of 
fate nor in detailed parallelism of 
careers. The one-egg twins, ‘on the 
contrary, were almost as much alike 
in their behaviour, their mentality, 
and their careers, as they. were in 
“heir physical features.

THE GERMS OF DISEASE 


Disease germs are responsible for 
much of the illness which afflicts man- 
kind, leading to discomfort, suffering 
incapacity and sometimes death. Al- 
though they are unseen, these germs 
are our most deadly foes, and if -we 
wish to escape their ravages, we 
must constantly war against them. 

In order to cause disease, the germs 
must, first of all, gain entrance into 
our bodies. As long as they are kept 
on the outside, they are unable to 
harm us. It follows then that our 
first line of defence is not to allow 
them to enter our bodies. 

This all sounds very simple but it is 
much more difficult to accomplish than 
it sounds. If we’ are to succeed, we 
must know something about habits of 
these germs, for we cannot see them 
with the naked eye. We must know 
whence they come if weare to prevent 
them from coming. We must know 
how they gain entrance to the body if 
we are to. put up barriers to keep 
them out. 

Disease germs do not, as far as we 
know, grow in nature outside of the 
human or animal body. They may ex- 
ist for a time, but, in general, they 
die oft comparatively quickly, because 


they cannot resist, for any length of|t@lk into another’s face; eating and 
time, light, particularly the direct rays drinking utensils should be thorough-

of the sun, and drying. : 

This means that, in the majority of 
cases, the spread of disease germs is 
direct, from one person. to another. In 
some cases, the spread may be in-

direct, that is, the germs may be car- 
ried by some third person or object, 
but in such cases, the time must be 
relatively short or the germs will die. 

As stated, disease germs live and 
thrive inside the body. The various 
germs which cause the communicable 
diseases with which we are familiar 
in this country are usnally found in 
the nose and throat. 
and give*off their poisons which 
the cause of diseases. ; 

These germs leave the nose and 
throat in the secretions from those 
parts. It is the transfer of the germ- 
laden secretions, from one person to 
another, which accounts for the spread 
of most of our communicable dis- 
eases. These secretions. are spread, 
in a@ direct manner, when they are 
sprayed around by coughs and sneez- 
es, or by loud‘talking which sends out 
dreplets of saliva. Saliva is deposit- 
ed on eating ‘and drinking utensils. 
The fingers may’ become infected with 
nose and mouth secretions, and may 
pass on the germs to whatever they 
touch. ; ' 

This transfer may be controlled if 
not stopped by the avoidance of the 
dangers mentioned. Coughs and 
sneezes should be directed into a 
handkerchief; one person should not

OQOi.e instance is re- 
ported where a crow with a painted | 
tail was seen feeding with a farmer's 
chickens in the Clyde district. 

- The fact that many ofthe crows re- 
turned to the University have ‘been 
sent from points north of Hanna 
would indicate that the birds were 
acting in the manner in which Dr.! 
Rowan anticipated they would, but 
more conclusive evidence is still de- 
sired, so farmers are urged to shoot 
these crows wherever they are seen.
